1 (i) These Rules may be called “The Indian Police 
Sendee (Probationary Service) Rules, 1949” 

(ii) They shall apply ha all pci sons, hereinafter called 
piobuliouevs appointed to the Indian Police. Service after 
the lsl August 194(1, except those seleela d for appointment 
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on the rWommendation ■ of sthe Special Recruitment 
Board, and the Provincial Police Service Officers nolected 
on the rocomme ndation o t the Fedej^il ■•'Public Service 
Commission tmdcr the scheme of emergency recruitment. 

2. In these Itules, ti "probationer'’ means n person ap- 
pointed on the results of a selection or competitive exami- 
nation held by Federal Public Set vice Commission to 
the Indian Police Service rvbo has uol yet been confirmed 
as such under the provisions of these Hi ties. A member 
of the Provincial Police Service selected for appointment 
tp the Indian Police Service in accordance with the rules 
governing the appointment of Provincial Police Service 
Officers to th 0 Indian Police Service will not be a proba- 
tioner within the meaning of these rules. 

3. (i) Every probationer shall be on probation for a 
period of not less than one year from the date of his ap- 
pointment. 


9. Subject to I he provisions of these rules, the Fedeftl 
Public Service Commission shall prepare a list of the pro- 
bationers in ordei of merit as indicated by the total marks 
obtained at the competitive examination and the Final 
examination referred lo in ttulo 3, provided that in pre- 
paring the list no account shall be taken of the marks 
awarded to a probationer in the Final probationers exami- 
nation iu any subject m wbieh he has failed to obtain the 
minimum pass murks prescribed. The seniority of pro- 
bationers niter ne shall be determined by the order in 
which their names uppear in the list, but the Central Gov- 
ernment reserves the right in exceptional cases to alter the 
order of seniority as so detei mined by taking into amount 
the marl. .I obtained by a probationer at an examination 
held in accordance with the provisions of rule 8. The 
seniority of a probationer exempted from passing the

(ii) Except in the case of probationers who were ap- 
pointed to the Indian Police Service in win- -reserved 
vacancies in view of the war service rendered by them, 
every probationer shall on appointment undergo training 
for a period of not more than one year at the Central 
Polioe Training College. At the end of the period ot his 
probation nt the said Training College, every probationer 
shall be required to obtain such marks at a Final examina- 
tion to be conducted as the Central Government may, iu 
consultation with the Federal Public Service Commission, 
decide. The subjects of the said examination shall be 
such as the Central Government may in consultation with 
the'Federal Public Service Commission prescribe and will 
include tests in riding and drill etc. 

4. Such deductions may be made from the marks 
assigned to n probat'oner at the Final Examination us the 
Federal Public Service Commission may consider neces- 
sary in order that no credit is allowed for merely super- 
ficial knowledge. 

5, A probationer who fails to satisfy the Central Gov- 
ernment at the examination referred to iu Rule 3 shall 
thereupon ceaso to bo a member of the Indian Police 
Service unless the Central Government shall allow him to 
sit. for re-examination in the subject or subjects in which 
he tailed. The marks awarded to a probationer on ic- 
examinution shall not be taken into account in assessing 
the seniority of the probationer: 

Provided that the Central Government may in consul- 
tation with the Federal Public Service Commission 
exempt any probationer from passing the prescribed 
examination or may extend beyond one year the period 
within which the examination shall be passed, and m 
either event may authorise the payment to the probationer, 
on the expiry of the period of one year aforesaid, of any 
increments in pay to which be would have been entitled if 
he bad passed the examination within one year. 

0. Probationers maybe required at the discretion of the 
Coirinmndunt of the Police Training College to attend 
lectures in other subjects besides those prescribed for the 
Final Examination, 

7. A probationer who fails to comply with the provisions 
ol these Rules or to obey any order which he may receive 
from the Central Government or from the Provincial Gov- 
ernment under whom he is serving, or from any other 
duly constituted authority, or who wilfully neglects his 
probationary studies or duties, or is guilty of conduct un- 
becoming of an officer of the Indian Police Service, shall 
be liable to removal from the service or other disciplinary 
periiiltv. 

8. If any probationer is prevented by sickness or any 
other cause which the Central Government consider ade- 
quate for this purpose from completing his course of study 
at the Pol'cc Training College or from attending the 
examination referred to in rule 3, the Central Government 
may arrange for him to be specially examined in any or all 
of the subjects prescribed for the examination after such 
interval as mnv seem to them suitable having regard to 
the circumstances of the case. The marks awarded to a 


Public Service Commission, having regard to the circums- 
tances in which such a probationer was exempted 1mm 
passing the examination. 

JO. A piobationer who on account of the war sen ice 
nndered by him lias been appointed to a war-reserved 
vacancy will h e deemed to have been appointed to the 
Indian Police Service in the year in which he would have 
succeeded in entering the Service by competition at the 
second chance or the year following his entry into ‘war 
service’ whichever is later. Such a probationer will be 
junior to the officers of the Indian Police belonging to 
the year to which he is allotted tor purposes of seniority. 
Seniority inter ve of such probationers deemed to have 
been appointed in any one year will be determined accord- 
ing to ago. Annual increments will accrue on thy anni- 
versary of the candidate's joining the Service, 

11. A probationer appointed to u post carrying special 
pay shall be entitled to such special pay although he has 
not been confirmed as an Assistant Superintendent of 
Police. 

12. A probationer shall conform to all the rules and 
regulations of the service wffiich are applicable to a pro- 
bationary Assistant Superintendent of Police. 

13. A probationer who has satisfied the Central Gov- 
ernment as to his conduct during probation and has pas- 
sed or been exempted from passing the prescribed exami- 
nation shall be confirmed as an Assistant Superintendent 
of Police and shall thoicufter be governed by the Rules 
and Regulations applicable to the Indian Police Service 
in have on the date of his appointment as a probationer.

14. On appointment u probationer shall he paid an al- 
lowance ot 15s. 400 towards the cost of uniform and outfit 
and shall, it the Government under which he is serving 
consider that ho should maintain a horse, be entitled to 
receive n free grant not exceeding Es. 000 towards the 
cost of horse and saddlery provided that, until further 
orders, the uniform and outfit allowance shall be enhanced 
by 25 per cent.
